Pronouns 

In our material we find no personal pronouns, only the relative-demonstrative te, 
de, da, that, this, corresponding to Tibetan de, 'di. They form part of some regular 
compounds like: 

de/da-dod/drod (that-like) those, thus 
de~phyir (that-outside) outside 

de~tso (that-above) above 



The sentence 

A majority of the sentences in the Dictionary is constituted of small clauses and 
enumerations ending with an expressed or implied copula. A minor part of the 
sentences end with a verbal construction, generally one single verbal noun expres- 
sing the verbal action of the sentence. Therefore, the following study of the par- 
ticles employed in the making of a sentence must not be considered to comprise 
all the possibilities. Material especially for the study of the finite verbal construc- 
tions is missing. 

The order of the single elements of a sentence follows the same rules as Tibetan, 
i. e. subject - object - verb(al noun). As in Tibetan a certain number of syntactical 
particles are employed but not as frequently. 

In the Dictionary we find the following main types of sentences represented: 

A (13/5) 'U'glang-ni gyad ge-dhim tig 

ear-shot of 8 , mile 1 (is) 
Eight ear-shots are one mile. 

B (18/5-6) tig smar ni - ci dbyig-mar gyin 
field good, man of jewel is 

A good field is a man's jewel. 

C (7/6) has-ti-tsi'Cod zhing-ri gyin 

The Western Island, round is 
The Western Island is circular. 

D (8/10) gyi-gran tsi-ta tsakra rbad 

Gyi-gran heart knife thrust 

He thrust a knife into the heart of the Demon Gyi-gran. 
E (8/12) gran - gyi lung ni ne-rud ar 

enemy of lung ! fire-heap burn 

A heap of fire burns the enemy's lungs. 
F (9/1) wer-sung ku-trig bran - du rkyes 

Wer-sung Ku-trig servant to appoint 

The Demons Wer-sung and Ku-trig were appointed servants. 
G (9/7) sad ni gyer sum mu~tsug zhin 

god man bon-po 3 heaven-rope seize 

The God, the Man and the Bon-po, these three, seize the Heavenly 

Rope. 

Examples A, B and C are copulative sentences. D is copulative too, being con- 
structed of a nominal and a verbal compound: Gyi-gran-heart (is) knife-thrust. In 
E we find the same construction, but here the first compound is emphasized by 
the emphatic-demonstrative particle ni. F and G are examples of full sentences of 
the type subject-object-verb(al noun). In F the object is emphasized by the termi- 
native particle du. 
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
